In our lessons we have terminated the nouns ending in the round 
ta with an 'a’ only, e.g. 1_J(__L meaning'a girl student’ has been 
written as a li ba and 24 , ¢ meaning 'a room' has been written as 
ghor fa and so on. 


In this book in lesson one itself we have very clearly specified 
Roman substitutes for Arabic sounds and hence, those who would 
like to learn to speak through the Roman script, they should learn 
Roman symbols very well with emphasis on correct 
pronunciation. 


Each language of the world would have certain things that would 
be very peculiar of that language and that language when spoken 
would sound good and give the right meanings when pronounced 
| correctly. Keeping this in mind, let us mention here some tips to 
say the Arabic sounds correctly or near-correctly. 


The first and the second letters of the Arabic alphabet are simple 
and easy to say. The third letter is soft 't' as generally spoken by 
the Arabs and other groups of foreigners to the English language. 
The fourth letter is said as 'th' in 'the' or ‘Elizabeth’ etc. Fifth 
letter is said like 'J'. The sixth letter is deep glottal aspirate 'H’ 
which is hard to find an equivalent. The seventh letter is said as 
‘ch’ together in 'Munich' or loch. This sound can be best 
compared with snoring sound. Eighth letter is soft 'd’ while the 
ninth letter is said as 'dh' together as in 'dhow'. Tenth letter is 
ordinary 'r’ while the eleventh letter sounds like 'z' as in zebra. 
The twelfth letter is said like 's' and thirteenth letter is pronounced 
like 'sh' as in 'shank'. Fourteenth letter is said like 'ss' as in 
‘blessed’ while the fifteenth letter is pronounced like 'd' as in 'bad'. 
Sixteenth letter is said like 't' in 'bat' while the seventeenth sound 


is not easy to give equivalent of. This can best be compared with 

‘echoed z'. Eighteenth letter is deep glottal 'a'. Nineteenth sound 
is said exactly like Parisian 'r'. This sound can be compared with 
‘strong gurgle' sound. Twentieth letter is comparable with 'f and 
the twenty -first sound is glottal 'k', which is often replaced by the 
English letter 'q' as in Quran. The next sound that is the twenty 
second letter is said like 'n'. Twenty seventh and twenty eighth 
letters are said like 'w' and 'y' respectively. Then we have the 
round ta(+ and hamza . we have mentioned in the foregoing. We 
have given Roman equivalents in lesson one which have to be 
taken note of and learnt by heart if you were to learn speaking 
through the Romanscript. 


We have said that all the twenty-eight (or say thirty) letters are 
consonant letters and alif |, waw 4 and ya (¢ are also used as 
elongative vowels. This statement might create the feeling that 
there are no vowels in the Arabic language. The Arabic lang, 
does have vowels as explained below. Wealso provide here 
information and symbols as we have used them in this book tc 
our words.

Note: Hamza bearing vowel marks has been written as "gal ‘ail ‘aa 
etc. 


We have to mention here that these vowel marks may have to be 
) necessarily written in 'twos' always below or above the terminal 
letters of the largest majority of nouns. In this case they are 
called double fatHa, double kasra and double damma. These have 
been indicated in our lessons as: 6n e.g. in ki ta bon, an: e.g. ban 
in Ki ta ban, in e.g. bin in ki ta binetc. 
These terminal vowels determine the case of a noun in terms of 
nominative, accusative and genitive cases. As we earlier spoke that 
alif, waw and ya beside being consonant letters, function also as 
elongative vowels provided that each one of them is preceded by a 
single even vowel mark, e.g. when alif is preceded by single fatHa 
likel____5;, in this case it would be read and said as ba and we have 
shown such combinations as ba and ta etc. Where waw is preceded 
by damma, we have decided to show them as bo and to etc in our 
lessons. When ya is preceded by kasra, we have written them as bi 
and ti etc. A single vowelled letter in itself is a syllable, like ka ta

ba ess consisting of three letters ka Sta & ba S isa3-syllabled 
word. It would obtain also with two letters together in words 
wherein a vowel letter is followed by a silenced letter. For example 
incase of 2.36 4 mak ta bonmaand silenced ka toghether make a 
syllable while following ta with fatHa makes the second syllable of 
the word and ba with fatHa makes the third syllable and hence this 
word with four letters comprises three syllables. This silencing 
vowel is called s6k6n and it is represented by a small circle'o' ora 
right to left half circle . It is always written above a letter. When 


this vowel symbol is placed above the terminal letter of a word, 
then the word is said to be in the apocopate form. There may be 
words which could consist of one letter, however, it is said twice, 
e.g. £3 Hob bon (love). In this case the letter is written single and 
a3-toothed symbol ‘is placed above that letter. Vowel marks

have no previous knowledge of written standard Arabic and who 
don't aim at that. If they work to acquire the Roman script as we 
have determined and used in this book, we are sure they will 
achieve good results. For those who have previous knowledge of 
written standard Arabic, they will relish and enjoy this book as 
they would realize that by following a guided path they can 


fruitfully use the language they already knew, and it is for them 
very specifically that we have used Arabic script also. Though not 
much grammar has been loudly used in these lessons, however, no 
lesson is devoid of grammar and in this way we have enhanced the 
utility of this book for them. Since this book has been basically 
prepared to learn speaking of Arabic, therefore, any detailed 
explanation on Arabic grammar would be a deviation from the 
target because no language can ever be spoken with grammar in 
mind. We should rather concentrate on pattern sentences. 


We have given a lot of general vocabulary to enrich the stock of 
the learner upon which he can draw for conversation. Generally, 
plurals of nouns have been given. We don't intend to discuss here 
varieties of plural as this would not benefit much those who use 
the Roman script and those who know Arabic would surely be 
knowing this. All Arabic nouns may be considered as masculine 
unless they specifically mean feminine objects. Nouns 
terminating with the round ta 3 are generally feminine. Plurals of 
non-personal nouns i.e. objects other than humanbeings are treated 
as singular of feminine gender. Common nouns generally 
terminate with nunnation i.e. double fatHa, double kasra and 
double damma. They are defined with the definite article al |)! 
which allows only single vowel point at the terminal letter. 


However, in spoken Arabic terminal letters are generally silenced 
and so we have generally shown them in the Roman 
script,however, in the Arabic part of it we have generally 
mentioned the vowel mark of the terminal letters of the words. 
Since Arabic alphabet is divided in two groups- sun letters and 
moon letters, therefore, when we prefix ‘al’ to a noun, it proves its 
function and utility. When ‘al’ is prefixed to a noun which begins 
with a sun letter then alif of 'al' is straightaway joined to the sun 
letter leaving la i.e. || of J) unpronounced, For example ra j6 lon 
J}, (aman) begins with ra _, which is a sun letter, therefore, we 


would read/say it with the definite article al J) prefixed to it as ‘ar 
ra jo 16' JeAfpill (the man). However, in the case of nouns which 

begins with moon letters ‘al’ is full mouthedly pronounced, e.g. ki 
tabon 43S. When ‘al’ Jl is prefixed to it, it would read as ‘al ki 
tabs! ZGSIi. 


It may be noted that syllables of a word are spaced as far a 
possible to enable the learners through the Roman script to s 
words with correct break-up and accent. For example G' 
written as ki ta bon and sea» as m6 Ham madete. 


Care has also been taken that a single word in Roma 
written together without splitting it in two lines. How 
success is not hundred percent. At places we have bee 
to split the word for want of space in the line. Weh 
our lessons in three columns. One column each

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of the Arabic text. However, given the different families of the 
two languages and the character of the written shapes of the words 
and the placement of verbs, nouns and other supportive particles, 
at places we have failed to maintain our cherished style. However, 
our success rate is more than ninety percent. 


Arabic numerals are considered nouns (though adjectival). As 
shown in lesson no. 15, we always use in written Arabic, 
numerals terminating with the round ¢ to qualify the masculine 
gender nouns and the numerals without the round ta 3 to qualify 
the feminine gender nouns. However, not much attention is paid to 
this grammatical point like in case of other grammatical points. 
) We must know that our progress in any spoken language shall be 
tardy if we care to be conscious about grammar and use only 
grammatically correct language in all aspects. This is more true of 
Arabic which is considered to be distant from its written standard 
form. Our book in hand has been specially made for people to 
practice speaking Arabic and that is precisely the reason that at 
places it would appear to be deviating from the right kind of 
Arabic as is insisted on by the Indian Scholars of the Arabic 
language.In our book at places the last letter of a word is silenced 


been loudly said despite the fact that it bedecks a noun which 
begins with a sun letter and so on so forth - quite un-matching the 
grammatical provisions. 


Let me caution here the users of this book that at the early stage of 
learning they should seek the learned help to acquire the correct 
pronunciation of Arabic words and the style of delivery of Arabic 
sounds. We must understand that we learn faster any language in

for no obyious grammatical reason. At places definite article has *
